There are and ever will. be innumerable 
jaflances in which the direG@tion of a fkilful 
phyfician cannot be dilfpenfed with, who 
well knows on what feemingly trivial mi-

depends. The alteration or addition of a 
fingle grainin a medicine:is fometimes of 
‘the utmoft confequence.

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That our art is a conjectural one has been 
often thrown in our teeth, tho’ one would 
think with byt an indifferent grace, by thofe 
of the two other liberal profeffions ; for it is 
by no means clear that all divines have been 
unanimous in their belief of the fame theo- 
logical dogtrines, and it has been whifpered 
that fome of the gentlemen of the long robe 
have actually differed in opinion: if then 
any uncertainty is to be met with in divinity 
and law, is it not rather unkind that phyfic 
fhould be reproached with it? Whatever 
flight variations there may be in the dogmas 
of men, our teachers have in all ages ‘dais 
ed our reverence and the lawyers our admi- 
ration: nor have phyficians been always 
treated with neglect, witnefs the honoprs 
conferred on Hippocrates bya whole city : 
the deification of Efculapius and the im- 
menfe fee beftowed on Sertinius: Erafiftratus, 
the fon of Ariftotle’s daughter, was compli- 
mented with the value of fixty thoufand 
guineas on his recovering Antiochus the fa- 
ther of Ptolemy. 


With 
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With refpe&t to the mode of operation of 
amedicines, it mutt be confeffed that we are 
fomewhat.in the dark; the human body is 
too complicate a machine to be amenable 
to thofe laws which folids and fluids our 
of it may be fubject to. Thofe who tread 
the high priori road are mighty apt to grow 
giddy and ftumble. Nature is very often 
exceeding unmannerly te theories. A great 
and wife man, net maby centuries ago, to 
account for the effeéts of cinnabar in epilep- 
fies, gravely informs his reader, that .the 
Archaeus is fo attentive to the fine color of ° 
the fluids caufed by faid cinnabar, that he 
is no longer at leifure to play his mifchiev- 
ous pranks. Is the modern {olution of the 
phenomena eccafioned by mercury from its 
momentum lefs abfurd, or many others 
which might be mentioned? Would it not | 
be more ingenuous to acknowledge that — 
fuch medicines do generally produce -fuch 
effects, tho’ we cannat fatisfactorily account 
for the manner in which they act? Why 
may there not be medical as well as the- 
ological myfteries ? A man much converfant 
ad oe: 
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in the practice of phyfic might recite many 
naratives of the operation of drugs, which 
would hazard his credit, , 

Neverthelefs their power, with fubmiffion 
to the author of Domeftic Medicine, is by 
no means inconfiderable, and it feems as 
novel for phyficians to inveteh againft the 
ufe of drugs, as for a man of learning to 
decry erudition: he who has been an eye-wit- 
nels to the almoft inftantaneous alterations 
made in the human body by many of them, 
one would fearcely expeét to find fo par- 
fimonious in his acknowledgments of their 
power, When a perfon is ill, he naturally 
and juftly looks for the reftoration of his 
health fren. a phyfician, and the number 
of thofe who are difappointed is compa- 
ratively exceeding fmall, | 

‘Phat the dietetic regimen is of no {mall 
contequence muft be allowed, as the above- 
mentioned author juftly obferves,.-but that 
faid regimen fhould preclude the ufe of due 
medicaments, no reafon can be affigned 
but that which is not fit to be given

“With regard to the aliment that is moft pro. 
per for perfons who are indifpofed,. there is 


perhaps no point in which phyficians fo 


pouch and fo widely differ. 

This confideration induced the author of 
the enfuing fheets, to attempt, if poflible, 
to arrive at fome certainty, with refpect to 
this intricate and momentous matter. He 
could conceive of no other way to do thisy 
than by ocular demonftration of the changes 
made in the food, by its continuance in the 
ftomach, and marking the time requifite for 
the production of thofe alterations. . Pro- 
viding himfelf therefore with a few pieces 
of tin: fome of a globular and others of 
a cylindrical form ; faflened to a fmall iron 
wire in which the fubftances ufed for aliment 
might be partly inclofed ; when he found 
that he could draw up his machinery from 
his own ftomach without any pain, he 
thought that he might make free with fome 
carnivorous quadrupedsand birds, toaffifthin, 
in his experiments: as his little family ma- 
nifefted no difeutt at his treatment, he

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hopes that they fuflered no inconvenience 
from it. He was furprifed to obferve the 
difference between a piece of the fame animal 
fubftance macerated in faliva in a degree of 
heat equal to ninety-eight of Farenheit’s 
thermometer, and that which had been con- 


_ finued in the flomach the fame time, 


Having made his deductions with as much 
care and circumfpection as he was matter of, 
he ventured to recommend the ufe of fuch 
food to his patients as appeared to him from ~ 
his experiments to be meft fuitable, and has 
found his expectations happily anfwered, 
The refult of all his trials he has inter. 
{oerfed in the body of his work, as far ag 
their utiliry has been confirmed by expe- 
rience. He fhall only add on this fubject 
here that, contrary to the common notion, 
roaft meat is eafier digefted than boiled, and 
that even the bones of chickens are fooner 
converted into an alimentary mucus, than — 
any vegetable fubftance ? 

Experiments are undoubtedly the mofk 
eligible means, for the acquifition of found 
and 
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yfeful knowledge; yet the moft exquifite 
caution is neceffary with regard to the infe- 
rential reafonings from them: this the 
author cannot help noticing, from a con- 
fciou {nefs that fome deductions, which at 
ene time feemed indifputably clear to 
him, he was convinced by future and mare 


accurate trials were too hafty and mlhpe | 


portable. 

It is atrite but jut seeleaee. that thofe 
who are moft dogmatical are moft apt 
to be erroneous. | Self-importance has a 
mighty bad effect on the eyes and wonder- 
fully impairs their vifual power: of this 
he begs leave to deliver the following in- 
ftance. In the year 1756, having made (in 
his own opinion) a momentous difcovery, 
he gave it to the public with a moft impe- | 
rious and dictatorial air of felf-confequence, 
under the tile of Medical Aphorifins: the _ 
authors of the Monthly Review, piqued ta _ 
fee the public fo cavalierly treated, applied 
a critical veficatory with fuch propriety, as 
entirely to evacuate the peccant humor, 

and 
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and (beyond their own expectations) to ef-. 
fe€tuate a perfect cure. Would to Heaven, 
that every author who falls under their 
caftigatory pen, would make the fame ule 
that he did of the well meant hints of 
thofe ingenious and never enough to be 
applauded writers; inftead of fnarling at 
the rod, or impotently {napping at the kind 
hand that holds it. After this frank and 
yoluntary confeffion, he hopes*the readet 
will not queftion his veracity, when he 
affures him—that whatever difagreeable and 
painful neceflity he may be under of relat- 
ing things concerning himfelf, it 1s folely 
with this view, viz. that the method (howe 
ever uncommon) which he fometimes pro- 
pofes of handling feveral crabbed: diforders 
may be thought not totally unworthy of at- 
tention; efpecially as it has fucceeded in 
a great number of fimilar cafes. What he 
delivers is founded on an extenfive experi- 
ence; for he fhould think that he treated his 
reader with great impropriety, were he to 
lay before him any method which had 
proved fuccefsful in a few inftances only.

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Tt may not be amifs to prefent the reader 
in this place with fome of the abovemen- : 
tioned Aphorifms, becaufe the author laid 
no inconfiderable frefs upon them in the 
courfe of his praélice (for few men have fpent. 
more hours at the electrical wheel) becaufe 
the do€trines they contain appeared to him 
as irrefragab! a true above twenty years ago, 
and becaufe’they have’ very lately. been 
-countenanced by the greateft modern phi. 
lofophers. and sabpted by fome learned and 
jadicious phyficians.

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That ele&ricity may be applied to good 
purpofe in feveral rebellious difeafes, isa 
certain faét, tho’? it muft be owned that 
the remedy is a precarious one. The 
author has been frequently difappointed 
from its effects in thofe eafes in which it 
appeared moft likely to fucceed: fuch for 
inftance as paralytic affections. It is moft 
to be depended on in the almoft inftan- 
tancous removal of painful diforders, and 
of thofe which originate from obftructions. 
He fhall only obferve further on this fub- 
ject, that from no fmall number of expe- 
iments he can fafely affirm, that the moft 
efficacious method of ufing it is to infulate 
the patient, and to draw fparks from the 
affected part, and that when fhocks are to 
be given, a ftronger than one from a thin 
eight ounce Leyden vial (if often repeated) 
#s never neceflary, or produetive of good 
confequences. 

During the refidence of the author in 
London, there are many perfons yet in be. 
we, who have not forgot that he was fortu- 

nate 
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_ nate enough to fucceed in ‘no incenfiderable 
number of very extraordinary cafes: nor 
has his good fortune in that refpect hitherto 
deferted him. When from accidents equal- 
ly unexpected and unavoidable in the year

and by every other practicable means, flill 
purfuing his mvariable rule of affiting the 
poor gratis every day. The numbers which 
flocked to him in fome places are fearcely 
eredible, (even fome hundreds in a day) 
particularly in the northern part. of Ireland 
{where he continued fome years) which is 
amazingly populous, and much more fo 
than is generally imagined. He was.exceed- 
ingly difgufted at the abfurd credulity of the 
common fort of people here and their pro- 
phane comparifons : they have even brought 
dying perfons tohim in creels for bafkets) 
and when he has affured them that they

not to affert that they knew he could cure 
them if he would. Theie ridiculous cir- 
cumftances would not have been mentioned, 
avere “they not’ a prefumptive proof that |

mifes. ee 
Since his return to England, which was 
mot ?dll February 1774, he has relieved 
‘fome thoufands im this town (Shrewfbury,) 
et it is well known that thofe who apply 
to him; do not commonly labour ‘under 
uch diforders as are removable with the 
‘preateh facility, :

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euthanafia. The only reafon why he has 
executed this painful tafk, is to intimate 
that there may be a poffibility that the 
methods of cure which he recommends, 
have fome claim to the confideration of 
thofe whofe peculiar province it 1s to think 
of fuch things, though they may ereartly 
and offenfively deviate from the common 
track. 

The medical reader will certainly meet 
with fome things in the enfuing treatife 
which may excite his furprize, and perhaps 
his difgult: the author would .only plead 
the privilege of an Englifhman, ¢rial before 
condemnation. ‘There are many means 
which appear at firft blufh very unlikely to 


attain the end in view, yet are found to be 


pefectly adequate to the acquifition of faid 
end. ‘Fo cut.a man’s throat may feem.an 
odd method of preferving his life, yet there 
are cafes in which no other method .can be 

taken. |

Let mankind be ferved, and-1t_is 
jJmmaterial. from what hand. the benefits 
flow. AS a certain perfon faid formerly, 
he wifhed thac all the, Lords people were 
prophets ; fo ithe writer of this, withes from 
the bottom of his heart, thac all the hu- 

! be? man 
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man fpéciés could preferve themfelves from 
pain and ficknefs, ot ‘at’ Yeaft knew how to 
get rid of every malady incident to them. 
He would warmly recommend to his bre- 
thren, particularly to young phyficians, thie 
method he has fo long prattifed, of fetting 
apart two hours every day for the fervice of 
the poor he can afluve‘them from the ‘cx- 
perience of above twenty years, that the 
advantages ‘tefultine from it will amply 
compenfate. all fortuitous INCONVENIENCIECS. 
and infinitely exceed their moft- fanguine 
‘expectations. ‘The pleafure of doing good 
is the moft elevated’ and ‘refined of all 
pleafures, and the only enjoyment that can 
reconcile us to the fufferings and woes 
which are infeparably annexed to humian

The author acknowledges that human 
nature, with all its faults and follies, is the 
object of his moft tender affeCtion. He who

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A man, uyfelf, I feel for all mankind. The 
inevitable evils of life are ‘fufficiently nu- 
merous, and he mult have “a very weak :

It is 
furprifing that one can. fay: or do: any thing 
that he knows will give pain to another: but 
it is beyond meafure aftonifhing thatany one 
can divett himfelf of pity for thofe who par- 
take of the fame nature with himfelf..

Ie is alledged by fome that if it is a: man’s 
own fault, saat that he may. thank himftelf 
for his firuation, he can deferve no-pity :

royal Jew faid of Benhadad;. and he that 
laveth not bhis-brother, can weither love the De- 
ity, nor be loved by him; but is attually a

. Kind tothe wa? and to:the untbankful, who 


has promifed his. forgtvenets and favor to 
mankind: on-no other condition, than that of 
being kind: one to another, tender-bearied and 
forgiving one-another.. | 
The above quotations may be hazarded 
without muclr fear of a difcovery, as they 
are taken from a book which is fcarce ever 
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dipped into by any perfon in this polite age, 
though there 1s a {weet fpirit. of. philan- 
thropy ‘breathing through it, which one 
would think mi ight render the perufal of it 
tolerable. , 

As a few hygcienical ftri€tures may. be 
expected to precede a work of this nature,,. 
I fhall beg leave to lay before the reader the 
following cbfervations on what the phyficians 
callthe non-naturals. The neceflary rules. 
tor the prefervation of health are intelligi- 
ble to the meaneft capacity, and may be 
comprifed ina {mall cempas. No one can 
be exculpated therefore who is ignorant of 
the nieans whereby fo invaluable, a blefling 
may be continued. 

A dry air is extremely defirable and large 
rooms, or fuch at leaft as will admit of fre- 
quent ventilation from frefh currents of air. 
To fleep in a room that has no chimney in 
it is highly improper, and it is no wonder 
that perfons who are guilty of fuch indif- 
cretion are fubject to the incubus, | . 

With refpect to, diet, the calls of nature 
ought not to be difregarded ; they are fuffi; 

ciently 
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ciently audible, and it is at our gift that 
we refit their importunity.., The bad effects. 
of eating or drinking two much. are- eafier: 
to be removed than thel which: arife from 
inanition. Nature has made no provifiom: 
againic the confequences of. flarving ours 
felves, An-acrimony of the fluids proceeds. 
from frequent fafting, that is fearcely: con» 
querable by the pewer of medicine.. To» 
thofe who look on fafting as- a religious. 
duty I have nothing to fay ;. but, as. flagels 
lation. is alfo. confidered, in the fame light, 
to bare the back and receive a. few hafty: | 
lathes. would be certainly the. moft. eligible: 
alternative. ie 

To adopt the:plan- of. Lewis Cornaro: in: 
this northern-climate would be the height of 
folly. Dr.. Cheyne with: his vegetable re-- 
gimen, has been the caufe of infinite mil» 
chief to valetudinarians.. As refufing to» 
eat when we are hunery, and to drink when’ 
we are thirfly is prejudicial to health; in hike 
manner to continue eating for the fake of 
pleafing one’s appetite, or drinking whem 
we feel no inclination to it, mutt undoubt~ 
: edly 
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edly affe& our health : thofe who are fo wife 
as to make their meals always of one dith, 
will {caree ever offend in. the firft point, and 
none but ingorrigible fots will be guilty of 
the latter. To rife with an appetite, though. 
a very frugal and common. maxim,. is an 
exceeding bad one. He who obeys the 
dictates of nature, that is, his own internal 
feelings, will not err,. but eat ’till he finds 
himfelf fatishied, for there is no other. me- 
thod of afcertaining the quantity. neceflary 
to be taken. As.to the guality of diet, itis 
of little importance to perfons. in health, 
tho animal food,. is inconteftably prefer- 
able, and to which the vegetable. ought to 
be greatly difproportionate ;. for the dif- 
eafes whice arife from the ufe of the lat- 
ter are by far the moft erabbed and retrac- 
tory. 

The fame confideration holds good with 
refpect to fleep, which im young and old per- 
fons ought to. be indulged, but never to be 
folicited by: lying in bed late. To arife 
early in the morning, (as by all allowed} is 
greatly conducive to health, 

Ex- 
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Exercife is fo abfolutely neceflary,. that 
it is impoffible to continue long free from 
diforders without it: nine tenths of thofe 
which are incident to: human beings ori- 
ginate fromindolence. ‘Fhe price of health 
is activitv, and the flothful: are unequal to 
the purchafe.. 
Coftivenefs of the body, tho” fometimies for 
a fuprifing length of time not inconfiftent 
with a perfect ftate of health, yet ihould not 
be connived at: the inteftinal canal oughe 
to be kept open by a laxative diet or other 
means, for one motion in twenty-four hours 
is a defirable cireumftance, and well worth 
our endeavouring to procure. As to the 
reft of the excretions, nature ts the beft 
euide for the management of them: if 
they abound in quantity, the ftimtlus felt 
will be a fufficient warning for the neceflity 
of evacuation. Ags phlebotomy is fo fa- 
fhionable, it may nor be fafe to fay any 
thing againft it: but why the quantity of 
blood fhould be diminifhed when: no ple- 
thora exifts, feems beyond the power of 
human conception. It is a melancholy

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truth, thatthe author has met: with: more:

Buthe — 
who is conitantly repining and fretting for 
the poffeffion of fome. vifionary blifs, or. toil.

_fhould be impaired by the delufive. chafe.. 
Perfons who. indulge this wayward dilpo-

-others : if every thing they could wilh for 
were at their command, would make fhift 
to be as .peevifh and uneaiy as it they bad 
real caufe for.difcontent. Subordination is 
indifpenfible, and the foot may as well re- 
fule to perform its fun@tions, becaufe it is 
not the head, asa man become diffatisfied 
with his ftation: Every one has an un- 
doubted right to meliorate his condition 
if he can, but fuch attempts are by no means 
inconfiftent with the indulgence of con- 
tinual good humour, with fuffering the mind 
to dwell only on pleafing images, and with 
acquiefcence under difappointment. Nature 
has indented with us for nothing but food

Mature, and a defire of pleafing: Health, 
‘Virtue and beauty are too ftrongly attached 
to each ether. to be feparated for any length 
of tithe; they are the fondeft ftiends, and 
Jike other friends, by their amicable coll- 
Aions mutually improve each other.. Health, 
adornsithecountenance with ateractive {weet-

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Ticannot take leave of my reader without 
acknowledging the numerous imperfections

A New PRACTICE of PHYSIC;. 


Of FEVERS in General. 


: A Fever exifts when the motion of the 


blood is preternaturally accelerated, — 


which increafed motion feems to be caufed 
by an effort of nature to expel fomething 
out of the body which ought not to be re- 
tained within it ; but this effect becomes 
a primary difeafe from the incapacity of na- 
ture to remove it. 

A By 


By nature is meant that power by which 
thofe functions are performed,, which are 


intirely independent on our own direction 


or copfent, fuch for inftance as the pulfa- 
tion of the heart afdsartefies, the fecretions, 
étc. Spontaneous actions, or thofe which 
are chiefly- fo, being objects ‘of eligibi lity 
are therefore by i gilt termed Non- 


— Raturals. 


The proximate cau/fe of fevers is irritation 


(which may oceafion a fpafimodic. afiection 


of the whole nervous fyitem) commonly 
owing to an obftruction of infenfible per- 
{piration: when the particles of this matter 
are thrown back. into the circulation, they 
_ may flagnate in and plug up the extremi- 
ties of the capillary arteries, or bring on 
{patmodic conftrictions of them. his 
An irritation may alfo be owime to other 
caules, as acrid tgod or liquors, “dle 
of the mind, hunger, the abforption of pus, 


any thing actimonious coming into contrac _ 


with the extremity of a nefve, intenfe ftudy, 


dgrypnia, profufe venery ; propulfion of the - 


blood,

blood into the lymphatics, which is then 


call ed an inflammation. 
‘Lhe diagnoftics. Parching heat, intol- 
lerable thirft, high-coloured urine, without 


fediment ; velocity, hardnefs and fullnefs of 


the pulfe ; pain in the head, fide, back, or 
Joins; a dry furred tongue, anxiety about 
the pmcordia, difficult refpiration, coma 
vigil and averfion from: food. 

Fevers generally begin with a previous 
fenfation of chillinefs, fhivering or intenfe 
cold; lefs or more, longer or {horter, ex+ 
ternal or internal, according to the variety 
‘of fubjects, caufes or fevers themfelves. 

The prognoftics. Every fever terminates 
in health, another difeafe, or death. 

In: bealth, when -the morbific matter is 
fubjugated by the fever, loofened, rendered 
movable and at length expelled by infenfi ible 
per{piration, fweat,.faliva, vomiting, urine, 
or diarthcea; a crifis, ufually coming on 
within fourteen days. 

In another. difeafe, when the veffels are 
injured by two violent an. exagitation; the 


more fluid parts diffipated, the reft meraf- 
yaa + fated 
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fated, and the critical matter depofited in 
-veflels which are obftruéted,: dilated, or 
‘tuptured : hence arife puftules, red fpots, 
eryfipelas, phlegmons, buboes, fchirri, ex- 

anthemata, abicelles, eangrenes and mor- 


tifications. 
In death, when the increafed accumu- 


lation of the vital heat overcomes the elafti- 
city of the mufcular fibre and retains the 
heart in its diaftole ; or when the fluids are 
deftroyed by the force of the folids: hence - 
arife inflammations, fuppurations, gangrenes 
in the vital vifcera and aphtous ulcers in the 
prime viz, which laft. though 4eldom 
noticed or fulpected, appear from diflections 
to be acommon caufe of death. 


The curative indications. ‘Thefe dire& to 
the correction and expulfion of the acrid ir- 
ritating matter, with unremitted attention’ 
to the vis vite, that it may not be teo much 
diminifhed ; while the motion of the blood 
muf bereftrained within due bounds and: 
the redundance of heat expelled. 

As to regimen, frefh air, 1s abfolutely ne- 
eeflary, which may be admitted by the 

door 
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door or windows as often and as lone as: 
may be thought convenient : vinegar thould 
be frequently thrown ona red hot iron in 
the room: nor would it be a trifling me- 
lioration of the -air to fet pots near the bed 
with fome of the aromatic plants growing 
in them, fuch as lavender, rue, rofemary, 
or mint, but by no means to fuffer any 
herbs which are not in a ftate of vegetation 
to continue in the fame room with the pa- 
tient. Clean linen refrefhes and may lafely 
be allowed every day, or every other day 
at fartheft. Let him not be confined wholly 
to his bed, but fit up every day, as long as 
he can without fatigue. | 

He fhould be plied plentiful i bat ane 
luting liquids, for it is impoffible that he 
fhould drink too much : what the fluid 18, 
is not very material, provided it be taken 
in immenfe quantities ; even cold water, if 
required, may be drank with fafety and ad- 
vantage. The fubfequent diluents are ex- 
ceeding fuitable, viz. barley water with 
forty drops of dulcified fpirit of nitre in 
every pint, decoction of hartfhorn, cyder 
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whey, tea prepared from balm, face, mint, 
pennyroyal, or mother of thyme. A lemon 
fqueefed into a pint of water, and fweetned 
to the tafte with treacle is of confiderable 
utility. Three fpoonfuls of vinegar in a 
pint of water fweetened with honey is ano- 
ther very proper ptifan, as is alfo vinegar 
whey. | 

When natyre verges towards a fecretion 
diaphoreties, or at leafta warmer regimen 
becomes neceffary to help on coétion and a 
critis: depuration is the work of nature: 
if fhe ts languid, afift her with’ cardiacs, 
aromatics and vo latiles ; then blifters are 
highly proper, fefpecially to the corpulent) 
to quicken the circulation, diflolve the vifeid 
and too bulky fangnineous corpufcles and 
to forward {écretion through the miliary 
glands. | 

When the fever is fubjugated, let the pa- 
tient take that which affords the fmallefl em- 
ployment for the chylopoietic organs, with 
antiputrefcents, falts and acids: Whatever 
food is allowed fhould be given in {mall quan- 


tities and often repeated ; fpoon-meats broth, 


panada, 
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panada, bread pudding and fuch like. Ie 
is a fortunate circumftance? that perfons, 
while a fever continues, feldom feel any 
inclination to eat. After the ‘ravages of a 
fever, and to remove that diftreffing languor 
which arifes from too profufe evacuations, 
nothing is fo proper as flrong broths drank 
as frequently’ and: as copioufly as the fto- 
mach will bear. I have often injoined the 
ule of them, tho’ the-“pulfe continued 
quick and ticking, while fudnings and par- 
tial heat remained and the patients were 
thought to be at the laft gafp, with amazing 
fuccels. |

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L . N ardent fever is attended with a preter- | 
natural and univerfal heat: if it is con- 

tinual and terminates in twenty-four hours, |

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it is‘ called Ephemera ; if it fhould laft longer, 
itis termed Caufus or Synochus. The putrid 
Synochus or malignant fever has for its con- 
comitants a burning heat, vehement thirf, 
averfion from food, intolerable anxiety, a 
dry furred tongue, un-natural refpiration, 
reftlefs nights, and a crude, thick or red 
urine without fediment. 

The czufe, as has been already remarked, 
is irritation. If that which ought to be ey- 
pelled from the body is retained within it, 
a confequential putrefaction enfues, from 
whence the putrid fynochus and other putrid 
difeafes. 

The diagnoflics, or pathognomonic fymp- 
toms are intolerable thirft, prodigious heat 
over the whole body, the tongue dry, rough;

The diagnoftics. An acute continual fe- 
ver, ahard pricking, ferrine pulfe; a vio- 
baie fixed pungitive pain in the fide, 
‘greatly exacerbated in infpiration ; on hold- 


ing the breath, or in expiration, the pain 


is milder; a cough almoft inceffant ; a dry 
furred tongue; the refpiration {mall, fre- 
quent and operofe ; great anxiety shout the 
precordia; perpetual moaning ; reftlefsnefs. 
aprypnia. 

The prognoftics, If an hemoptoe fuver- 
venes within three days, it is a fien that 
the difeafe will not be of long continuance ; 
if later, it wil be the more tedious; if a 
{pitting doth not come on within fourteen 
days, the confequence will be an empyema 
and tabes. If it appears mild on the fifth 
day-and is aggravated on the feventh, it 
‘generally proves mortal. .‘The fifth day is 
often the laft. If the expuition be of a

_ difficulty, this for obvious reafons is a 
deadly fymptom. ‘The prognofis depends

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-, much on the refpiration; if that is very 
-“anhelous and the patient be really pe-

If awhite hght fpitting is thrown off, 
and th¢ fever is not very high, the heat 
equally diftributed throughout the whole 
body, the thirft not very imtenfe, the ex- 
puition performed with facility, the fpirits 
not funk, the dozes eafy and finifh without 
flarting; thefe are all good figns and where 
they appear, the cure is not difficult.

Cynanche, when the internal mufcles of 
the larynx are affeted without an apparent — 
tumor; Pardcynanche when the external 
miufcles of the larynx are effected without 
an apparent tumor ; Synanche, when there 
is an internal tumor impeding refpiration; — 
Parafynanhe, when the external mufcles.

| there are alfo other fpecies of it, fuch as 
‘the watery, fchirrous, fuppuratory, gan- 
erenous and convulfive as well as inflam- 
matory Angina.

Praétical 
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Practical Obfervations on Inflammatory 
Cates. 


I" hath been obferved by fome ingenious 
phy ficians, that inflammatory aiisaens 
are by no means fo common to be met with 
as they ufed to be: to affignthe preventive 
reafons would be no eafy matter, for man- 
kind do not feem to be much more. {paring 
in the indulgence of their appetites, more 
averle from wine, or .more difcreet in their 
vegimen than their forefathers were. May 
ft not with greater propriety be attributed 
to the increafed accuracy and precifion 
wherewith practitioners diferiminate difeafes, 
whoare not fo.apt as: they were formerly to 
impute every pain or fufhing heat to an in- 
flammation. ‘The rapid improvements made 
in the medical art within thefe few years, 
have occafioned even the abolition of feve- 
ral difeafes, whofe imaginary exiflence ex- 

ceedingly puzzled our anceftors, 
Another 
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Another obfervation, which. is equally 
jut and melancholy, is that when inflam. 
matory diforders appear, they have generally 

atatal termination. Is it hot: pofiible thar 
this may in fome meafure be Owing to a too 
hafty and frequent repetition of venae-fec- 
tion? Nature will exert amazing efforts to 
relieve herfelf when the vis vite is not much 
impaired and I cannot help expreffing my 
apprehenfions that in thefe cafes, in which 
bleeding is abfolutely neceflary, it may yet 
be purfued fo far as to incapacitate nature 
for carrying on the animal functions. For 
thele ten years paft I have not loft one pa- 
tient by an inflammatory fever, yet never 
ordered blood to be drawn more than once in 
any cafe, maniacal ones excepted. 
. As there are feveral other inflammatory 
diforders which have not been noticed inthe 
preceding pages, it may not be amifs to ob-= 
ferve that a fimilar, if not the fame. treat- 
ment, ds equally proper for them all- Some 
indeed, as has been inftanced in the pecs 
ripneumony, require a more {paring ufe of — 
phlebotomy. than others.

that, to a too liberal ufe of the lancet that 
mortification may be afcribed which fo often

the blood, nothing can exculpate the prac- 
titioner for drawing blood ; this would be 
a wanton wafte of the moft ufeful and 1m- 
portant of all fluids, and the moft neceflary 
for the fupport of animal life: but even in 
thefe cafes the utmof caution is requifite, 
left a putrid diforder. fhould be manufac-. 
tured from an inflammatory one. It is not. 
an uncommon, (though often an irretrievable 
error) to miftake an obftruction, or acrimo- 
ny, or ferous tumour for an inflammation, 
which, if real, is—when the red particles of 
the blood are forced into the lymphatics and can- 
not poffibly exift without it’s pathognomonic 
fy mptoins, viz. violent and univerfal heat, 
parching thirft and re(tleffnefs, as well as pai’) 
in, the inflamed part.

I have in numbers of inftances been a forrow- 

ful and unavailing witnefs to. How many 
are hurried off the ftage by being bled for 

@ pain in the fide, owing to an incipient 

ulcer in the lungs! There are various forts - 

of fevers which mimic thofe of the Ardent 

kind, in which venz-fection muft be ab- 

ftained from. -I was in a country one au- 

tumn where one of thefe anomalous fevers 

raged, it {pread only through a circle of fix 

or feven miles diameter; it refembled in 

every refpect an Ardent Fever, the pulfe 

only excepted, which was neither hard nor 

‘full: every one who was bled died and 
every one who was not bled recovered: it 

never fhifted its type though it commonly 
continued feventeen days. Thofe who took 
the emetic tartar feemed to be foon freed 

from all febrile fymptoms, yet remained 

weak, uneafy, and greatly out of order, 

without being able to tell their complaints, 

as long as the reft.. The antiphlogiftic me- 
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thod was purfued with them all, nitre diuretic 
{alt and fuch like were the medicines ad- 
miniftered and with fuccefs, yet phlebotomy 
once wied always proved fatal. 

The peremptory axiom of the famous Dr. 
Mead, viz. in omni febre phiebotomia prius 
e{t inffituenda is certainly not true, or war- 
ranted by experience. 

In plethoric habits, or in real inflam- 
mations, from what has been obferved, the 
reader may eafily perceive what method 1s 
requifite for the treatment of any inflam- 
matory cafe, in whatever part the inflam- 
mation may be fituated. fit 

When the pain is very intenfe, opiates 
may be fafely and happily adminiftered, of 
this I have given few inftances in the fore- 
going fheets, that no countenance might be | 
given to the indifcriminate ufe of a medicine, 
where a perfect knowledge of the cafe and 
the difereet direction of a fkilful hand are 
abfolutely neceffary. Of all the various

A frequent and ftrong 
pulfation of the brachial and temporal ar-

-cough ; bloody ftools, or urine; continu» 
ing delirum ; colliquative evacuations,—- 
thefe are all very bad fymptoms and moft of 
them deadly. Adults fuffer moft. Gra- 
vid women generally mifcarry. 

The cure. Phlebotomy can rarely be 
ufed to advantage ,in any diforder attended 
with cutaneous eruptions; however, if a 
lean plethoric body fhould be invaded and 
the pulfe hard, venae-feciion becomes ne- 
ceflary. The body fhould be kept folubles 
the vis vite fupported ; let the patient have 
a conftant acceffion of freth air in his cham- 
ber ; a clean fhirt every other day at farthett ; 
which may in the worft cafes be allowed with-

To prevent a fecondary fever, give le- 
nient cathartics, to be repeated as the ftrength 
will bear, at the diftance of two, three or 
four days, “till five purges have been given.

If 
the expuition is vifcid and tough, or molefts 
by itsexceis (as it will fometimes even exco- 
riate the parts) ufe appropriate gargarifms, 
fyringings, or maflicatories, The diarrheea 
in adults, on the firtt eruption fhould be re- 
{trained by opiates. To preferve the face 
from disfiguration, previous to the appear- 
ance of the eruptions, or while they are 
coming out, the extremities may be bathed 
with warm milk, orfemi-cupia of the fame 
may, be ufed.

To fay the truth, xer- 
vous diforders are.a mighty handy and con- 
venient expreffion to conceal ignorance... * 

The Miliary kever is fo termed from the 
refemblance of it’s eruptions to millet feed. 

They. all proceed from the fame caufes, 
and require the fame method of treatment. 

The caufes. A deficiency and unequal 
diftribution of the vital heat, confequently 
a declenfion of the powers of natuie; a 
lentor, vifcidity in the fluids: a relaxed 
{tate of the arterial fyftem, or fpafmodic 
conftrictions of the capillary arteries, fome 
error in regard to the non-naturals. 

The diagnoftics. Chills and flufhings; 
laffitude ;\ naufea ; proftration of the ftrength 
‘and {pirits; liftleffnefs; heat in the palms 
of the hands and foles of the feet, while 
all the reft of the body is cold and emaciates 
faft; a fenfation like cold water thrown 
down the back; the pulfe quick, weak 
and unequal; pale urine; coma; heat and 
drynefs of the tongue, fometimes with and 
fometimes without thirft ; miliary eruptions ; 
anxiety ; tinnitus aurium ; cold, clammy,

ot colliquative fweats ; convulfions; delt- 


rium, fubfultus tendinum. 


The prognoftics. All the fymptoms are 


exacerbated towards night; a tineling noife 


in the ears is generally the forerunner of a 
delirium; a copious fpitting, or gentle 
breathing fweats are good figns; profufe 
fweats are bad ones; infenfibility, twitch- 
ings of the tendons; involuntary evacu- 
atious of the excrements, urine, or tears 
are feels to the laft cataftrophe.

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A Dropfy is a tumor of the abdomen, 
from an extravafation of ferum in its 
cavity, or a ftagnation thereof in the vef- 
fels, whereby they are diftended and often 
ruptured. This may happen in many other 
parts of the body, as for inftance, the hy- 
drocephalus internus, hydrops pectoris, 
ovariorum, &c. When the lymph is con- 
tained in little veficles in diftiné ces, like a 
bunch of grapes, thefe are called Hydatides. 
There are three forts of this diforder. — 
Anafarca, or Leucophlegmatia, when the 
lymph flagnates in the whole nee of ‘the. 
pinguedinous fubftance. 
Tympanites, when the turgefcence of the 
abdomen is owing to the rarefied vapor, 
- ichor, or putrefied fat: this is to be known 
by the tightnefs of the fkin; the belly if

In this cafe the paracentelis 1s 
fometimes fatal, (nothing iffuing but pus) 
and fometimes fucceeds.

When this mucus 
is abraded and carried off by the attenuated — 
difcharee, occafioned by the venereal virus, 
which lacerates their orifices; the urine 
Caufes-an intolerable pungent, fmarting, or 
burning fenfation. Hence this diforder is 
called. by the French, Chaudpife. 

~The. caufe originates from an acid virus, 
_ or-infectious miafmata, acquired by impure 
coition; thefe infinuate themfelves into the 


minute mouths of the lacuna, confequently 
increafe their diameter, from whence a co-- 
“pious running of thinner matter than ufual 
muft iffue...
